The  Moon  Festival:  Traditions  More  about  Mooncakes 


Thousands  of  years  ago,  there  was  a  strong 
and  brave  general  in  China.  There  were  nine 
suns  at  that  time.  It  was  so  hot  that  everyone 
couldn  t  stand  it.  The  brave  general  had  good  skill  at 
shooting,  so  he  shot  eight  suns  to  relieve  every¬ 
one  s  pain.  Everyone  respected  him  and  advocated 
that  he  be  a  king. 

After  he  became  a  king,  he  was  absorbed  in  drink¬ 
ing  and  having  fun.  He  lost  his  good  character.  His 
beautiful  wife,  Ch'ang  Erh,  worried  about  him  very 
much  and  gave  him  advice.  But  the  general  always 
forgot  the  advice  and  continued  to  have  fun  each 
day.  The  general  loved  the  power  of  the  king,  so  he 
wanted  to  live  forever.  He  asked  a  witch  to  help  him. 
The  witch  invented  a  kind  of  medicine  which  was 
made  of  rare  material.  The  general  cherished  it  very 
much.  He  decided  to  take  the  medicine  on  August 
15  of  the  lunar  calendar. 

Ch'ang  Erh  knew  his  plan  and  she  thought  that  as 
long  as  her  husband  took  the  medicine,  common 
people  would  suffer  forever.  In  spite  of  the  fact  she 
loved  her  husband,  she  couldn't  let  it  happen.  On 
that  day,  she  stole  the  medicine  and  took  it  while  her 


Fall  is  the  season  for  Moon  Festival  parties. 
The  event  celebrates  the  harvest  moon, 
when  the  crops  have  been  gathered  and 
heavy  work  in  the  fields  is  over.  In  1998,  the  festival 
took  place  on  the  week  up  until  October  5th  (or 
August  15  in  the  Chinese  lunar  calendar),  but 
preparations  began  weeks  before. 

The  symbolism  of  various  animals  plays  an  impor¬ 
tant  part  in  the  ritual.  For  example,  a  carp  that  swam 
up  the  Yellow  River  through  the  Tung  Kuan  rapids 
and  became  a  dragon  will  stimulate  a  scholar  to  put 
forth  the  effort  to  study  to  pass  examinations.  The

In  1280  AD,  the  Mongolians  destroyed  the  Song 
Dynasty  and  controlled  China  during  the  Yuan 
Dynasty  (1280AD  -1368  AD).  Under  Mongolian 
rule,  Chinese  people  were  oppressed,  persecuted 
and  treated  like  slaves.  Finally,  the  Chinese  had 
enough  and  planned  a  revolution  to  be  held  during 
the  August  Moon  Festival  in  1368. 

Because  Mongolians  don’t  eat  mooncakes,  the 
Chinese  planned  to  overthrow  the  Mongolians  by 
sending  secret  messages  in  mooncakes.  Chinese 
bakers  were  told  to  send  mooncakes  to  all  Chinese 
households  with  the  message  to  execute  all 
Mongolians  after  the  August  Moon  family 
gathering.  Chinese  families  were  instructed 
to  not  eat  the  mooncakes  until  the  15th  of 
the  8th  lunar  moon. 

Besides  its  significance  in  Chinese  history, 
mooncakes  are  important  parts  of  August 
Moon  gatherings  and  gift  giving.  These 
palm-sized  round  cakes  symbolize  family 
unity  and  perfection.  Some  mooncakes  have 
a  golden  yellow  egg  yoke  in  the  center, 
which  looks  like  a  bright  moon.  They  come 


husband  paid  attention  to  a  dance  show.  When  the 
general  found  this  out,  he  was  shocked.  Before  he 
responded  to  it,  a  strong  thing  happened.  Ch'ang 
Erh  floated  up  into  the  sky  slowly.  Everyone 
screamed  and  watched  her  until  she  disappeared  in 
the  sky. 

The  general  burst  into  tears.  He  was  too  shocked 
to  believe  it.  His  subordinate  sent  a  letter  which  was 
found  in  Ch'ang  Erh's  room  to  him.  He  read  it  and 
realized  the  thoughts  of  Ch'ang  Erh.  He  regretted 
his  behavior  but  it  was  too  late  to  know.  He  made  up 
his  mind  to  be  a  good  king  and  led  his  people  to  a 
happy  life. 

The  general  missed  Ch'ang  Erh  very  much  and 
wondered  where  she  went.  He  hoped  that  Ch'ang 
Erh  knew  about  his  change  and  forgave  him. 
Actually,  Ch'ang  Erh  drifted  to  the  moon  and  lived  in 
the  moon.  She  could  know  about  her  husband’s 
change.  She  thought  she  did  the  right  thing. 

She  owned  the  moon  and  a  rabbit  and  a  bodyguard 
who  cut  the  trees  because  of  punishment  kept  com¬ 
pany  with  her.  People  knew  the  whole  thing  and 
appreciated  Ch'ang  Erh  very  much,  so  people 
decided  August  15  was  the  Moon  Festival  in  order 
to  commemorate  Ch'ang  Erh.  Until  now,  the  Moon 
Festival  is  one  of  the  most  important  festivals  that 
are  Chinese  New  Year  and  the  Dragon  Festival  for 
Chinese.  Especially,  it  is  full  moon  on  August  15  of 
lunar  calendar.  So  we  always  eat  Moon  Cake, 
watch  the  full  moon  and  imagine  what  Ch’ang  Erh’s 
life  in  the  moon  is  like  at  the  Moon  Festival.

During  the  Moon 

Festival,  all  types  of 
lanterns  and  espe¬ 
cially  colorful,  ani¬ 
mal-shaped  paper 
lanterns  decorate 
houses.  Moon 
Festival  altars  are 
adorned  with  five 
dishes  of  round  fruit,  such 
as  apples,  peaches,  pomegranates,  grapes  and 
small  melons.  The  round  shape  symbolizes  the 
moon,  as  well  as  family  unity. 

Another  popular  feature  of  the  festival  are  moon 
cakes,  which  are  stored  in  beautiful  lacquer  boxes 
constructed  in  various  animal  shapes.  During  the 
celebration,  moon  cakes  are  piled  high  13  in  a  pyra¬ 
mid  to  represent  the  1 3  lunar  months  in  the  Chinese 
calendar  year. 

Confectioners  start  baking  the  cakes,  which  are 
made  with  gray,  moon-colored  flour,  as  much  as  a 
month  before  the  festival,  In  fact,  some  bakers 
make  all  their  profits  for  the  year  from  moon  cake 
sales  alone. 

In  Shanghai,  most  moon  cakes  are  filled  with  Red 
Bean  Paste  and  are  extremely  sweet.  Haagen  Dazs 
even  makes  an  moon  cake  of  ice  cream. 

In  Hong  Kong  and  many  parts  of  China,  women 
join  clubs  with  certain  confectioners.  The  moment 
the  Moon  Festival  is  over,  they  start  making  small 
monthly  contributions  that  accumulate  in  their 
accounts  for  the  purchase  of  moon  cakes  the  fol- 
*  lowing  season. 

On  the  night  of  the  festival,  families  gather  to  relax, 
give  thanks,  celebrate  family  unity  and  view  the 
moon.  A  banquet  is  typically  held  at  midnight. 
Cloudy  weather  ruins  enjoyment  of  the  Moon 
Festival,  and  an  eclipse  is  a  disaster,  but  if  all  goes 
well,  the  event  is  alive  with  magical  tradition,  includ¬ 
ing  music,  dancing  and  worship,  high  energy  and 
vivid  decoration. 
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in  a  box  of  four  and  are  usually  packaged  in  lacquer 
boxes  with  traditional  Chinese  motifs. 

A  traditional  mooncake  consists  of  a  sweet  bean- 
paste  filling  with  golden  brown  flaky  skin.  The  top  of 
the  mooncake  is  embossed  with  the  insignia  of  the 
baker  molded  into  the  golden  brown  skin.  It  takes  2 
to  4  weeks  to  prepare  th6  bean-paste.  Because 
making  mooncakes  is  labor  intensive,  many  families 
just  buy  them  from  bakeries. 

Over  the  years,  mooncakes  have  slowly  evolved 
from  a  Chinese  delicacy  to  something  as  common 
as  ice  cream  cake.  To  adapt  to  today’s  health  con¬ 
scious  and  Westernized  lifestyle,  many  bakeries 
offer  miniature  mooncakes  and  fat-free  mooncakes. 
Some  are  made  of  yogurt,  jelly  and  fat-free  ice 
cream.  To  be  competitive,  bakers  boast  about  how 
little  sugar  and  oil  they  use  in  their  mooncakes. 
Customers  can  pick  and  choose  the  size  and  filling 
that  suits  their  taste  and  diet.  However,  the  tradi¬ 
tional  bean-paste  filling  with  egg  yolk  mooncake  is 
still  very  popular.

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PARCEL  PROBLEMS

Parcel  A:  Church  vs.  State 

The  Boston  Chinese  Evangelical  Church  has  run 
out  of  room.  The  church,  which  has  served  the 
Chinatown  community  for  35  years,  has  a  congre¬ 
gation  that  is  1 000  strong,  and  a  sanctuary  that  only 
seats  250.  This  makes  it  necessary  to  hold  four  dif¬ 
ferent  services  every  Sunday  (including  services  in 
English,  Cantonese  and  Mandarin).  The  church 
also  offers  many  programs  to  the  community, 
including  a  summer  day  camp,  SAT  classes  and 
English  as  a  Second  Language  classes,  and  has 
run  out  of  room  to  hold  these  various  programs. 
The  church  proposed  an  expansion  of  the  its  facili¬ 
ties  onto  a  plot  of  land  known  as  Parcel  A.  Bordered 
by  Marginal  Road  and  Washington  Streets,  Parcel 
A,  which  had  stood  vacant  for  20  years,  is  current¬ 
ly  occupied  by  a  playground,  built  only  last  year  by 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  At  that  time, 
the  BCEC  protested  the  playground  because  it 
would  prevent  the  church’s  proposed  expansion. 
Tom  O’Brien,  Executive  Director  of  the  BRA,  which 
owns  Parcel  A,  refused  to  move  the  playground,  but 
he  did  offer  to  swap  the  BCEC’s  current  plot  of  land 
for  a  portion  of  Parcel  A  on  Washington  Street  of  a 
similar  size.  At  the  encouragement  of  the  BRA,  and 
after  a  unanimous  vote  by  the  Neighborhood 
Council,  the  church  proceeded  to  spend  about 
$65,000  drawing  up  architectural  and  environmen¬ 
tal  plans  for  the  expansion.  The  plans  were  revised 
many  times  until  they  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
BRA.  At  that  time,  Paul  McCann  of  the  BRA 
informed  the  church  that  they  would  recommend  to 
the  BRA  board  that  it  be  tentatively  designated  for 


the  site. 

When  the  proposal,  which  had  passed  public  and 
BRA  approval,  was  near  acceptance,  the  Mayor’s 
Office  allegedly  instructed  the  BRA  to  give  the  plot 
of  land  to  the  Quincy  School.  The  Mayor  has  made 


to  build  some  modular  classrooms,  allowing  the 
school  to  expand  to  sixth  grade  and  possibly 
beyond.  The  proposed  modular  building  was  origi¬ 
nally  deemed  temporary,  for  1-2  years.  That  time 
period  then  grew  to  three  years,  and  then  to  five. 


“This  was  done  very  quickly,  without  any  input  from 
the  community,”  says  BCEC  Associate  Pastor 
Steven  Chin.  “We  had  developed  all  of  these  plans, 
after  holding  public  meetings,  and  poured  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  money  into  them.  Everything  had 
fallen  into  place.  Then  one  day,  I  was  reading  The 
Boston  Globe  and  learned  that  the  land  had  been 
given  to  the  school.  We  obviously  have  nothing 
against  the  school,  but  we  do  feel  it  should  have 
been  opened  up  for  public  discussion." 

The  BCEC  then  circulated  a  petition  in  support  of  its 
expansion.  The  petition  quickly  generated  2,200 
signatures,  including  those  of  some  prominent  city 
commissioners.  “Chinatown  has  always  been  the 
victim.  Whenever  there  is  a  citywide  need, 

Chinatown  has  to  bear  the  brunt  of  it,”  said  Chin. 

“The  Southeast  Expressway 
swallowed  a  large  part  of 
Chinatown,  the  Combat  Zone 
was  built  in  Chinatown. 
Homeless  shelters,  highway 
pollution,  we  have  dealt  with  it 
all,  because  the  Chinese  have 
traditionally  not  been  very  politi¬ 
cally  involved.  We  didn’t  stand 
up  for  ourselves.” 

Its  hands  tied,  the  BCEC  is  now 
trying  to  get  the  Mayor’s  Office 
and  the  BRA  to  specify  the  num¬ 
ber  of  years  that  the  “temporary 
modular  school"  will  occupy  the  land.  “We  are  will¬ 
ing  to  wait  for  this  land,  if  we  must”  Reverend  Chin 
said.  “But  if  the  school  is  going  to  be  temporary,  we 
need  to  know  what  temporary  means.  We  hope  to 
get  them  to  commit  to  a  number." 


Parcel  C:  The  Saga  Continues 

Parcel  C,  the  asphalt-covered  piece  of  land  that  is 
bordered  by  Oak  Street  and  Harrison  Avenue,  may 
remain  a  parking  lot  for  a  little  while  longer.  After 
an  extremely  long  and  turbulent  meeting  Monday 
night,  development  of  the  long-debated  plot  of  land 
has  come  to  a  grinding  halt. 

The  saga  began  when  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  issued  a  request  for  proposals  for  the 
land,  with  the  primary  intention  of  creating  afford¬ 
able  family  housing  in  Chinatown.  The  space  is 
currently  occupied  by  a  parking  lot,  two  buildings 
vacated  by  Tufts  and  New  England  Medical 
Center,  Boston  Chinese  Youth  Essential  Services 
and  a  neighborhood  center. 

The  deadline  for  developers  was  early  June,  and 
Edward  A.  Fish  Associates  was  the  only  developer 
to  respond  with  a  proposal  for  the  $50-million  plus 
project.  In  keeping  with  one  of  the  conditions  for 
proposal  submissions,  Fish  designated  a  commu¬ 
nity  partner,  the  Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  (ACDC).  Since  Fish  met  the  BRA’s 
conditions,  and  was  not  otherwise  disqualified,  the 
proposal  continued  to  move  through  the  approval 
process,  with  ACDC  as  the  development  partner. 
The  proposal  submitted  by  Fish  contains  six  parts. 
1.  Residential:  three  major  types  of  residences  are 
proposed:  one  and  two  bedroom  condominiums; 
two,  three  and  four  bedroom  apartments;  and 
Studio,  Group  Adult  Foster  Care  units  for  elderly 
who  need  assistance. 

2  Retail:  the  proposal  designates  retail  space  at 
street  level  fronting  Harrison  Avenue,  which  can  be 
divided  up  based  on  retailer  needs. 

3  Community  space  a  2,400  square  foot  commu¬ 
nity  room,  for  all  residents  to  congregate  in. 

4  A  courtyard  outside  that  faces  south  for  the  sun, 
has  benches  and  attractive  landscaping,  and 


opens  onto  Oak  Street. 

5.  A  commercial  space  to  be  purchased  or  rented 
by  local  nonprofits,  sized  based  upon  the  users’ 
requests. 

6.  A  two-story,  200-space  parking  garage  below 
grade,  which  can  also  be  rented  or  purchased. 

The  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  cosponsored  two 
meetings  in  July.  The  third  one,  which  took  place 
Monday,  August  16,  was  supposed  to  be  a  ratifica¬ 
tion  of  the  proposal.  Instead,  it  was,  by  several 
accounts,  a  confusing,  frustrating,  exercise  in  futili¬ 
ty.  Most  of  the  residents  who  attended  the  meeting 
thoguht  that  its  prupose  was  to  approve  this  joint 
proposal  for  an  oustide  developer  and  a  communi¬ 
ty  partner  to  proceed  on  their  plan  for  Parcel  C,  or 
the  “concept  plan,”  as  they  presented  it 

Instead,  council  members  voted  to  split  the  accep¬ 
tance  of  the  developer's  proposal  from  the  pro¬ 
posed  community  partner,  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation.  The  representative  of 
the  BRA  stated  clearly  that  the  BRA  would  refuse 
to  vote  on  the  proposal  if  it  went  before  the  board 
as  anything  other  than  a  joint  partnership.  Voting 
for  the  developer  and  not  the  community  partner 
would,  in  effect,  completely  halt  the  process.  And 
although  the  Boston  Redevlopment  Authority  made 
it  clear  that  the  proposal  would  not  progress  with¬ 
out  the  developer  and  the  community  partner,  as  a 
unit,  the  council  proceeded  to  vote  to  split  the  two 
up. 

The  Neighborhood  Council  voted  to  approve  Fish, 
but  not  the  ACDC,  postponing  the  vote  on  the 
community  partner  for  another  time.  The  BRA 
again  stated  that  it  was  a  unified  proposal  and 
should  get  one  vote,  a  yes  or  a  no.  A  yes  would 
put  the  matter  before  the  BRA  board  on 
September  2.  A  no  would  put  the  project  on  hold. 
Now  many  are  asking  if  the  Chinatown 


Neighborhood  Council,  which  cosponsored  the 
previous  meetings  in  July,  had  not  already  tacitly 
lent  its  approval  of  the  proposal,  as  it  stood,  with 
ACDC  as  the  community  partner.  There  is  also 
controversy  because  the  council  did  not  bring  up 
its  objections  to  the  ACDC  at  an  earlier  time, 
including  the  last  meeting  on  July  27.  There  are 
also  those  who  point  to  the  council’s  failure  to  sug¬ 
gest  an  alternative  community  partner.  No  proce¬ 
dure  is  in  place  to  find  another  community  partner, 
and  the  time  is  short,  as  the  BRA  board  meets  on 
September  2.  The  BRA  and  the  community  want 
to  break  ground  on  the  project  early  in  the  next 
construction  season,  and  a  delay  of  this  kind 
retards  and  jeopardizes  the  process. 

There  is  also  some  controversy  concerning  the  fifth 
point  on  Fish’s  list,  in  regard  to  which  community 
agencies  would  be  allocated  some  of  the  proposed 
space.  The  ACDC,  which  had  originally  stated  that 
it  would  honor  the  six  original  members  of  the 
CCC,  excluded  at  least  one  of  those  members,  the 
AACA,  from  occupying  any  of  the  proposed  space. 
Some  of  the  nonprofits  which  have  been  named 
include  the  South  Cove  Community  Health  Center, 
which  is  to  have  a  14,000  square  foot  site,  the 
Asian  American  Resource  Workshop  and  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Association. 

To  avoid  further  controversy,  the  developer  pulled 
the  page  that  had  the  “examples"  of  groups  that 
might  occupy  the  space  from  the  proposal  issued 
at  Monday’s  meeting.  The  proposal  does  allocate 
25-28000  square  feet  of  space  for  nonprofits,  but 
does  not  specify  which  nonprofits  will  be  given 
space.  BRA  Representative  Tom  O'Malley  stated 
that  there  would  be  a  process  by  which  interested 
groups  would  have  the  opportunity  to  make  a  bid. 
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GISH  JEN  PONDERS:  WHO'S  AMERICAN?

Boston-area  writer  Gish  Jen's  latest  book  is 
Who's  Irish?:  Stones  by  Gish  Jen  (Alfred 
Knopf,  $22),  a  distinguished  collection  of  eight 
short  stories  about  immigrants  and  first  and  second 
generation  Chinese  Americans. 

In  the  title  tale,  an  unnamed  68-year-old  Chinese 
immigrant  is  not  happy  when  her  daughter  Natalie 
marries  Irish  American  John  Shea.  She  constantly 
criticizes  the  Irish  despite  Natalie's  admonishment: 
My  daughter  tell  me  I  should  not  say  Irish  this, 

Irish  that.  How  do  you  like  it  when  people  say 
Chinese  this,  Chinese  that,  she  say." 

When  grandchild  Sophie  is  three  years  old,  the 
woman  babysits  her  and  is  appalled  by  her  "wild¬ 
ness.  She  blames  American  permissiveness  in 
general  and  Irishness  in  particular.  She  resolves  to 
help  Sophie’s  "Chinese  side  fight  wild  side"  by 
secretly  spanking  her.  When  Natalie  finds  out, 
however,  she  refuses  to  allow  her  mother  to  babysit 
Sophie  ever  again. 

In  a  final  ironic  twist,  the  Chinese  grandmother 
realizes  she  has  much  more  in  common  with 
Sophie's  Irish  American  grandmother  than  with  her 
own  Chinese  American  daughter.  She  then  leaves 
Natalie  and  John's  house,  moves  in  with  John's 
mother  Mrs.  Shea  and  declares  herself  "honorary 
Irish." 

Two  stories  add  to  the  continuing  adventures  of 
the  resourceful  Chang  family,  from  Jen's  two  earlier 
well-received  novels:  the  1991  Typical  American 
and  the  1996  Mona  in  the  Promised  Land.  In  "The 
Water  Faucet  Vision,"  Mona  Chang  wants  to  be  a 
ballerina  or  pianist  when  she  grows  up  but  her  sis¬ 
ter  Callie's  ambition  is  to  be  a  Catholic  martyr.  The 
"hyperimaginative  sort,"  she  envisions  a  bloody  but 
glorious  death  and  suffers  through  "dream-har¬ 
rowed  nights."  When  she  loses  her  prayer  beads 
down  the  sewer,  she  prays  for  a  miracle  and  turns 
on  all  the  water  faucets  in  the  house.  Surely  the 
beads  will  miraculously  return  via  the  town  water 
system. 

In  "In  The  American  Society,"  Mona  and  Callie  are 
now  in  junior  high  school.  Their  father  Ralph  buys 


and  operates  a  pancake  house  to  finance  the  girls' 
college  educations.  He  expects  it  to  take  years  to 
turn  a  profit.  However,  after  just  four  months, 
"those  same  hotcakes  that  could  barely  withstand 
the  weight  of  butter  and  syrup  were  supporting  our 


family  with  ease."  The  only  problem  is  that  Ralph 
increasingly  thinks  he  is  "like  that  Godfather  in  the 
movie."  He  gives  money  to  and  does  favors  for  the 
employees,  but  in  return  demands  an  exaggerated 
loyalty.  Mrs.  Chang  is  outraged:  "Your  father  thinks 
this  is  China...  But  this  here  is  the  U  -  S  -  of  A!" 

In  the  brief  "Just  Wait,"  we  observe  The  Formerly 
Thin  Addie  Wing  at  her  baby  shower  as  she 
observes  her  family  members:  husband,  brothers, 
sisters-in-law.  All  make  her  feel  happy  except  her 
mother  Regina  who  helps  out  on  wrapping-paper 

duty  only  under  silent  protest,  "with  the  nobly  suffer¬ 
ing  air  of  a  movie  star  in  a  labor  camp." 


In  the  book's  last,  longest  and  most  complex  story  - 
really  a  novella  -  "House,  House,  Home,"  Pammie 
Lee  recalls  her  failed  marriage  to  Sven,  her  college 
art  professor.  She  now  suspects  they  married  to 
facilitate  their  respective  leave-takings,  he  from  his 
tedious  job,  she  from  her  big  clutchy  family.  The 
exit  strategies  worked  well  for  both  of  them,  but 
maybe  too  well.  After  Pammie's  family  met  Sven, 
"they  let  go  of  her  at  the  first  glance,  as  if  put  in  a 
trance."  But  then  Pammie  meets  Carver,  "graceful, 
gentle,  possibly  a  Pacific  Islander  with  "a  face  like 
a  monk's,"  and  allows  herself  to  dream  of  a  new 
relationship. 

Jen  is  an  accomplished  story-teller.  Her  work  has 
appeared  in  The  Best  American  Stories  of  1988 
and  1995,  as  well  as  the  just-released  The  Best 
American  Short  Stones  of  the  Century. 

She  is  also  a  brilliant  stylist.  Even  simple 
facial  descriptions  are  a  treat.  Sven  has  "amusable 
blue  eyes,  and  plummy  veiny  eyelids  and  impres¬ 
sively  regulation  features."  Pammie's  face  is  "full  of 
subtlety,  like  a  landscape  of  sand  dunes." 

Recalling  getting  caught  "in  a  rogue  storm 
on  a  mountaintop,”  one  character  remembers  "the 
sky  -  brutal,  power-mad,  dead  to  mercy."  Another 
has  "still  nights  when  sleep  stands  away  from  me, 
stiff  as  a  well-paid  sentry."  And  one  person’s  unex¬ 
pected  arrival  is  as  "magical  as  a  spot  of  moonlight 
in  the  middle  of  the  day." 

In  addition,  Jen  writes  from  an  array  of  per¬ 
spectives:  male  and  female,  young  and  old,  Asian 
and  American,  first  and  third  person  points  of  view. 
She  also  accurately  captures  different  ways  of 
speaking:  casual,  formal,  familiar,  strange,  even  the 
language  of  "mainstreamese." 

Some  of  the  stories  have  an  unfinished  quality 
about  them,  as  if  they  were  outtakes  from  her  nov¬ 
els  or  else  tales  abandoned  a  little  too  soon.  But 
the  author  makes  up  for  this  with  her  funny,  shrewd 
insights  into  the  panorama  of  American  life 
In  this  way,  Gish  Jen  ponders  not  only  ‘VN/no's 

Irish?'  and  'Who’s  Chinese'  but  also  'Who's 

American?' 
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OUR  TRUE  VOICE

The  situation  is  so  sad.  Everywhere  I  go  I  hear  Asians  speak  from  an  inven¬ 
tive  world  of  imagined  brilliance.  Not  in  places  like  jails  or  psychiatric 
wards  where  Asian  presence  increases,  mind  you.  Not  in  grand  halls  or 
by  buffet  tables  where  sahibs  and  taipans  gather,  I  assure  you.  At  these  places, 
you  expect  to  hear  imaginations  wild  and  vivid  materialize,  nothing  extraordinary.

It  is  our  nature  fundamental, 
ingrained,  and  even  trained,  for  the  survival  of  wholesome  integrity.  Throw  in 
ancient  values  like  rights  and  liberty  -  an  Asian  mind  comes  alive  to  speak  what¬ 
ever  is  thought.  So  why  sad  you  may  ask,  to  hear  Asian  intelligence  pour  forth 
the  creative,  the  talent,  and  the  urges  of  an  active  mind? 

Well,  for  start,  an  ordinary  place  for  Asians  is  as  vast  as  the  continents  of  Asia 
and  America  put  together,  or  split  apart.  One,  or  a  full  bunch  of  private  imagi¬ 
nation,  is  only  the  dream  of  the  individual  struggling  to  make  sense  unique  in  an 
ever  expanding  Asian  world.  The  grasp  for  one  is  difficult  by  any  human  mea¬ 
sure.  Like  a  drop  in  the  Pacific  -  or  the  Atlantic  if  it  pleases  you  -  easily  lost. 

Have  you  recently  heard  meaningful  conversations  among  Asians?  More 
often,  they  sound  to  me  like  a  cacophony  of  unbridled  thoughts,  competing  to  be 
the  most  realistic.  Without  real  anchors,  surprised  I  am  not  to  hear  collision, 
reservation,  distortion  and  even  misrepresentation  all  meshed  into  one,  no 


beginning,  no  end,  only  confusion  and  contention.  The  many  thoughts 
exchanged  maybe  farfetched  or  abstract,  but  spirits  unleashed  are  definitely 
here  to  soar  high.  When  I  lose  my  mind  at  these  instances,  I  surely  can  label 
inscrutable  on  the  speakers.  How  can  there  be  understanding? 

Asian  speech  contains  demons  too  many.  Coming  in  all  size,  shape,  and 
color,  them  arriving  from  the  past,  those  stalking  the  present,  they  make  it  all 
tough  to  tell  the  real  from  the  unreal.  I  do  trust  though  that  these  creatures  are 
for  the  speakers  real  little  devils  growing  bigger  and  monstrous  with  time  and 
age.  So,  worried  I  naturally  am.  If  your  head  has  demons  so  many  -  will  you 
one  day  soon  want  horns  on  ,my  head? 

I  am  like  you  the  sum  of  my  dreams,  I  know.  My  dreams,  figments  I  put  to 
words  and  work,  you  must  know,  have  shown  me  a  world  of  beauty  genuine. 
Have  given  me  savory  feel  of  inspirations  real.  Slowly  they  ease  me  to  an  earth¬ 
ly  mix  of  integrated  streaks.  Do  believe  me  please  when  I  say  they  all  came  free, 
drawing  efforts  here  and  there,  always  ever  real  freely.  But  bummer,  when  you 
let  me  hear,  and  see,  an  imaginary  you,  reality  for  me  cannot  be  so  great.  Once 
more,  to  satisfy  myself  I  say  what  I  must  say,  and  it  is  all  because  of  you  and  you 
and  you  and  you. 

Salaam  for  now,  for  the  pleasure  one  day  to  know  the  real  you.  To  be  human 
after  all  is  to  be  real  and  true.  When  it  happens,  sadness  be  gone,  rocked  to  the 
bottom  of  my  Asian  heart  I  shall  be! 


THE  COWHERD  AND  THE  GIRL  WEAVER: 

_  THE  LEGEND  OF  THE  DOUBLE  SEVENTH  NIGHT

As  in  years  past,  the  local  Asian  community  has  several 

planned  events  in  August  to  celebrate  the  Chinese  August 
Moon  Festival.  One  event  is  the  August  Festival  held  by 
the  Chinatown  Business  Association  on  the  first  of  August. 
Another  event  is  the  27th  August  Moon  Festival,  which  was  held 

on  August  15.  Both  are  in  Boston's  Chinatown.  In  Quincy,  the 
Asian  community  will  have  an  August  Moon  Event  on  August 
29,  from  3:00  to  8:00  PM. 

Although  it  is  called  August  Moon  Festival,  this  traditional 
Chinese  holiday  is  not  really  in  August.  Since  most  Chinese  fes¬ 
tivals  depend  on  the  lunar  calendar,  it  is  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
the  eighth  lunar  month.  Because  of  this,  the  August  Moon 
Festival  is  usually  in  late  September  or  early  October.  That  is 
why  Chinese  people  usually  refer  to 
this  holiday  as  the  "Mid-Autumn 
Festival". 

The  15th  night  of  any  lunar 
month  will  be  a  full  moon  night, 
according  to  the  lunar  calendar.  Durinc 
the  pleasant  and  cool  mid-fall  season, 
a  large  portion  of  the  Mid-Autumn  cel¬ 
ebrations  will  happen  at  night,  in  the 
light  of  the  moon.  Celebrations  include 
family  reunion  dinners,  watching  the 
full  moon,  lighting  lanterns,  and  eating 
moon  cakes. 

Don't  be  disappointed  if  the 
August  Moon  Festival  does  not  fall  in 
the  month  of  August.  There  is  still 
another  Chinese  festival  in  August  that 
is  also  a  lot  of  fun.  This  night  festival  is  called  the  "Double 
Seventh  Night,"  because  it  falls  on  the  seventh  night  of  the  sev¬ 
enth  lunar  month.  In  Chinese  tradition,  on  that  night,  girls  hold 
needle-threading  competitions  to  see  who  has  nimbler  fingers. 
These  competitions  are  in  honor  of  the  Girl  Weaver. 

The  girl  weaver  was  a  weaving  maid  in  the  Heavenly 
Palace  She  wove  celestial  brocades  for  the  Queen  Mother  of 
the  Western  Heaven  every  day  On  earth,  there  lived  a  cowherd 
who  led  a  miserable  life.  He  worked  hard  every  day  and  had 
only  an  old  ox  as  a  companion.  The  weaver  girl  fell  in  love  with 
the  cowherd  because  he  was  so  hardworking.  One  day,  she 
went  down  from  heaven  and  married  him.  Later  she  gave  birth 

to  a  boy  and  a  girl,  and  their  family  lived  happily  together. 
However,  the  Queen  Mother  was  very  angry  and  ordered  troops 
from  the  heaven  to  bring  back  the  weaving  maid  to  the  Heavenly 
Palace  The  heavenly  troops  captured  the  girl  weaver.  Holding 
his  two  kids  the  cowherd  chased  after  them  on  the  back  of  the 


old  ox.  The  Queen  Mother  plucked  a  gold  pin  from  her  hair  and 
drew  a  line  with  it  in  the  air.  Immediately  a  celestial  river 
appeared  in  the  sky.  The  cowherd  and  the  weaving  maid  were 
separated  by  the  river.  The  Queen  Mother  allowed  the  couple  to 
meet  only  once  a  year.  On  the  seventh  night  of  the  seventh 
lunar  month  every  year,  magpies  flew  to  the  river  and  formed  a 

bridge  over  it.  The  cowherd  and  the  weaver  girl  could  meet  in 

the  middle  of  the  bridge. 

In  ancient  agricultural  China,  men  were  the  major  labors 
in  farming  land.  The  Cowherd  was  their  role  model.  Chinese 
women  wished  to  have  the  skills  of  the  Girl  Weaver  because 
they  usually  wove  cloth  at  home.  It  has  become  a  tradition  for 
girls  to  beg  the  Girl  Weaver  to  pass  down  to  them  her  weaving 

skills  on  the  Double  Seven 
Night.  The  celebration  also 
symbolizes  the  people's 
happiness  for  the  couple's 
reunion. 

The  stars  shine  brighter 
on  the,  seventh  day  of  the 
seventh  lunar  month 
because  the  moon  on  that 
day  isn't  full.  In  the  sum¬ 
mer,  especially  on  the 
Double  Seventh  Night  in 
mid-August,  the  Milky  Way, 
known  as  the  Silver  River 
by  the  Chinese  people, 
shines  the  brightest.  On 
that  night,  if  you  paid  atten¬ 
tion,  two  brighter  stars,  separated  by  the  Milky  Way,  could  also 
be  seen.  The  Star  of  Girl  Weaver  is  the  brightest  one  in  the  sky 
with  four  dim  stars,  her  weaving  shuttles,  arranged  in  a  diamond 
shape  nearby.  Across  the  Silver  River  is  the  Star  of  the 
Cowherd,  his  two  children  are  symbolized  by  two  dim  stars  on 
either  side.  In  astronomy,  the  Star  of  Girl  Weaver  is  known  as 
Vega,  and  the  Star  of  Cowherd  is  Altair. 

This  year’s  Double  Seventh  fell  on  August  17  It  could  be 
raining  on  that  night  from  all  the  couples'  crying,  but  if  it  happens 
to  be  clear,  don't  forget  to  look  for  the  couple  in  the  sky. 

Although  Double  Seventh  Night  is  not  as  famous  as 
Spring  Festival  or  Mid-Autumn  Festival,  this  beautiful  love  story 

behind  it  is  well  known  by  all  of  the  Chinese  people  The 
Cowherd  and  the  Girl  Weaver  have  also  become  the  embodi¬ 
ment  of  industrious  and  hardworking  people  Because  this  love 
story  occurs  on  Double  Seventh  Night,  the  festival  may  also  be 
the  Chinese  Valentine's  Day.

Board  Of  Education  Approves 
Arts  Curriculum 

The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  has  just 
approved  arts  education  as  part  of  the  core  curricu¬ 
lum  of  public  school  students,  the  Massachusetts 
Cultural  Council  reported.  The  new  Arts  Curriculum 
Framework  says  that  effective  arts  education  pro¬ 
grams  include  opportunities  for  students  to  create 
artwork,  examine  the  historical  and  cultural  contexts 
in  which  art  is  created  and  draw  connections 
between  the  arts  and  other  subjects.  The  new  frame¬ 
work  is  in  keeping  with  the  Massachusetts  Education 
Reform  Act  of  1993  mandate  that  the  arts  are  to  be 
a  part  of  every  school’s  core  curriculum.  According 
to  Mary  Kelley,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Massachusetts  Cultural  Council,  this  new  framework 
“challenges  schools  to  find  new  ways  to  incorporate 
a  wide  variety  of  arts  experiences  into  their  curricu¬ 
lum. "  The  Arts  Curriculum  Framework,  which  was 
developed  by  a  committee  or  artists,  art  teachers 
and  representatives  from  higher  education,  includes: 
Core  concept:  overall  vision  for  the  framework, 
which  states  that  the  arts  are  an  essential  part  of  a 
student’s  education. 

Guiding  Principles:  Underlying  beliefs 
about  what  makes  an  effective  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  arts  and  the  basis  for  the 
framework. 

Strands:  Specifies  what  information 
and  skills  students  should  have  in 
dance,  music,  theater  and  visual  arts. 

Learning  Standards:  States  what  stu¬ 
dents  should  know  and  be  able  to  do  in 
each  discipline,  broken  down  by  grade 
span. 

The  arts  framework  will  begin  to  be 
implemented  in  the  fall  in  conjunction 
with  the  frameworks  for  English 
Language  Arts,  Foreign  Languages, 

Health,  History  and  Social  Science, 

Mathematics  and  Science  and 
Technology.  The  framework  will  be 
available  on-line  at  the  beginning  of 
September,  at  www.doe.mass.edu. 


them  to  voice  their  opinions  to  public  officials. 

This  campaign  is  especially  important  now  because 
of  low  voter  turnout  in  recent  elections.  In  the  1996 
presidential  election,  only  49%  of  registered  voters  in 
the  U.S.  actually  voted.  This  represents  a  20%  drop 
from  the  69%  who  voted  in  the  presidential  election 
of  1992.  The  voting  rate  in  the  1998  Massachusetts

In  the  1980’s,  there  was  talk  of  a  British  Invasion  of  sorts,  with 
musicians  and  fashion  crossing  the  Atlantic  and  making  a  splash 
in  the  United  States.
